Humphrey in Florida, where 
his staff programmed telephone 
directories end anything else 
they could get their hands on to 
fill mailboxes with "personal" 
pitches from Humphrey. 


Actually, these things are 


about as personal as other junk 
mail, including those magazine 
appeals with your name in the 
same type in both the address 
and in the body of the letter. 


Even the signatures look 


authentic, so clever are the 
machines in imitating 
hand- 


writing, down to apparent pen 
scratches. 


They're fakes, but ingenious 


ones. However, people are 
already catching on to the fact 
that it's a spohisticated machine 
writing them, not the candidate. 


The backfire has commenced, 


and will intensify as the can- 
didates 
begin 
bombarding 


citixens' already overloaded 
mailboxes with computerized 
"personal" letters. 


For our part, we'd rather have 


the candidates on the tube, which 
we rarely watch, than adding to 
the daily stack of mail that must 
be sorted for authenticity and the 
bulk of it thrown into the trash- 
basket.

Mosquito 
Controls 
Hopeful

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov- 


ernment scientists say 
they 


have scored what could be a 
major breakthrough in the con- 
trol of disease-bearing mos- 
quitoes without the use of DDT 
or other chemical pesticides. 


Agriculture Department sci- 


entists, who directed the re- 
search, say the use of tiny 
parasitic worms 
which 
bore 


holes in mosquito larvae "holds 
particular promise" for con- 
trolling the insects. 


The tiny worms, called nema- 


todes, are being field-tested by 
the U.S. Public Health Service 
in El Salvador 
and by the 


World Health 'Organization in 
Taiwan and Thailand. 


A key to the experiment was 


the development of a low-cost 
method of mass producing a 
species of nematodes, Reesi- 
mermis nielseni, which attack 
only mosquitoes. 


The procedures are described 


in the May issue of "Agricul- 
tural Research," a magazine 
published by USDA. 


At present, DDT is the cheap- 


est and favorite pesticide for 
controlling mosquitoes in ma- 
laria areas of the world. Mala- 
thion, a potent but less per- 
sistent chemical, also is used. 


Laboratory tests over a two- 


year period have shown the 
worms infect 13 of 19 known 
kinds of mosquitoes in Loui- 
siana and have a 100 per cent 
kill record among insects they 
infect, USDA scientists say. 


Although mosquitoes are the 


natural and only known hosts 
for the r. nielseni nematode, 
the worms usually kill only 
while the mosquitoes are in the 
"wiggler" or larvae stage of 
development. 


The larvae develop from eggs 


and, 
if they survive, turn into 


adult mosquitoes 
which then 


can carry many diseases, in- 
cluding sleeping sickness or en- 
cephalitis as well as malaria. 


ARS scientists say that mass 


production of the worms will 
enable man to spread them 
over large areas 
artifically, 


much the same as chemicals 
are applied now. 


As with all control measures, 


however, there are drawbacks

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


some adjustments, Russia and 
Red China could get enough 
war materiel and food into 
North Vietnam by rail to make 
up for seaborne supplies cutoff 
by the U.S. mining of seven 
North Vietnamese port*. 


That is the opinion of veteran 


U.S. military and civilian *pe- 
cialists who also believe the So- 
viet air-transport system Is in- 
adequate to handle a massive 
long-range heavy-cargo airlift 
to North Vietnam on a sus- 
tained basis. 


"The 
mining will not be 


enough to tighten the screws so 
much that the North Vietnam- 
ese cannot carry on their cam- 
paign in South Vietnam," one 
analyst said. 


These 
specialists 
obviously 


are much less optimistic than 
top government officials such 
as Adm. Elmo Zumwalt Jr., 
Chief of Naval Operations, who 
forecast Thursday that "the in- 
put of supplies ... will be a 
trickle from now on." 


Along with the mining of 


North Vietnamese ports, Presi- 
dent Nixon has ordered that 
"rail and all other 
commu- 


nications will be cut off fi> the 
maximum extent possible." 


But, despite intensified U.S. 


bombing of North Vietnam's 
rail lines and yards, govern- 
ment analysts said the North 
Vietnamese showed during the 
1965-68 bombing campaign that 
they were resourceful in getting 
train cargoes through, although 
many were destroyed. 


In the more than three years 


that North Vietnam was fre« of 
heavy bombing, engineers and

North Vietnam's transportation 
system.

E m e r g e n c y Preparedness 
wound up a three-day confer- 
ence Thursday with plans that 
officials hope will soften the 
disaster of a coastal area being 
smashed by an Atlantic storm. 


"We can't sit back and play 


the odds, knowing a bad hurri- 
cane could kill from 20,000 to 
50,000 people," said George 
Grace of the OEP. "Of course, 
it sometimes takes a diaster to 
wake up an area to its needs." 


Hurricane Camille raked the 


Gulf Coast in 1969, killing 320 
persons in one of the United 
States' greatest modern dis- 
asters. Camilla's deathly fury 
is having some positive effects 
three years later. 


"Building codes are being in- 


stalled in many areas," said 
Grace. "Hospitals are being 
better prepared to face such 
emergencies. 
We 
encourage 


builders not to Install a power 
plant on a ground floor, which 
increases, the changes of it go- 
ing out in a hurricane."

Questioned 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


study of unmarried girls be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 19 in- 
dicates that nearly half of those 
who are 19 have had sexual in- 
tercourse. 


By age groups the study 


showed among 15-year-olds 13.8 
per cent had had intercourse; 
16-year-olds 21.2 per cent; 17- 
year-olds 26.6 per cent; 18-year- 
olds 37.1 per cent; and 19-year- 
olds 46 per cent. 


This figures out to an aver- 


age of just 29 per cent of non- 
virgins among the whole group. 


Despite this wide familiarity 


with sex, the study indicated 
most of the girls did not prac- 
tice contraception regularly. 


The study prepared for the 


Commission 
on 
Population 


Growth and the American Fu- 
ture included interviews with 
4,611 girls aged 15-19. 


Applied across the United 


States it concluded 46 per cent 
of 19-year-olds or 21-3 million 
girls have had sexual 
inter- 


course. 


But researchers Melvin Zel- 


nick and John E. Ranter of the 
Johns Hopkins School of Public 
Health found that nearly two- 
thirds have had only one part- 
ner in sex. 


And regardless of their sexu- 


al experience, the study found 
teen-age girls "are greatly mis- 
informed about the time during 
the menstrual cycle when there 
is the greatest risk of preg- 
nancy." 


The researchers found 41 per 


cent of the black girls ques- 
tioned and 37 per cent of the 
whites reported no sexual activ- 
ity in the month preceding the 
interview indicating most of 
them had infrequent sexual en- 
counters. 


There were some dramatic 


racial differences. "At age 19, 
80 per cent of the black females 
have had intercourse in con- 
trast to 40 per cent of the 
whites," the study said. 


"These data suggest 
that, 


while 
proportionately 
more 


blacks than whites have had in- 
tercourse," it said, "it is the 
white nonvirgins who have sex 
more frequently and are more 
promiscuous." 


More than half who have had 


intercourse have never used a 
contraceptive or used birth con- 
trol only sometimes, the study 
said.

Start the 
summer with a clean filter. 
Clean it out by rinsing it in 
kerosene or gasoline. Work 
in a well ventilated area and 
in a spot where there is no 
flame or chance of sparks.

bath filter. Drain out the old 
oil and replace with fresh oil 
after first rinsing the parts. 
The filter element is gen- 
erally soaked 
in clean oil

If it goes dull quickly 
again, then it needs grind- 
ing. Since rotary blades are 
inexpensive, keep a spare on 
hand so that you always 
have a sharp blade to use.

It should cut the paper 
along the full length of the 
knife.

Grease and 
oil from last year that has 
picked up d i r t should be 
cleaned with a solvent. Lu- 
bricate t h e s e points over 
again. 


Tighten all nuts and bolts. 


A loose bolt will shake right 
off from the vibrations once 
you start mowing.

Blue, after a sensa- 
tional pitching season in 1971, 
wanted a chunky salary hike. 
He had been making $25 less 
than Cobb's dream salary, 
and wanted $92,500. 


Finley balked. "Blue will 


play for what I want to pay 
him or he won't play pro- 
fessional b a s e b a l l , " said 
Finley. 


Navin balked. "You will 


play for Detroit or you won't 
play for anybody and you 
will take what I offer," said 
Navin, as quoted in Harold 
Seymour's 
history, "Base- 


ball: The Golden Age." 


Cobb had no place else to 


play, what with the restric- 
tive reserve clause binding 
him 
for 
eternity 
to 
the 


Tigers. 


Same with Blue. But Blue 


thought he'd use the Jap- 
anese baseball league as lev- 
erage, until he discovered 
that there was in fact an 
international 
cartel.

Recruiting (as he was 
doing in Fresno). Organiz- 
ing. 
Instructing. And at the 


same time learning. 


Mike White, at 36, looks 


like he should be the fresh- 
man 
coach. 
Firm-jawed, 


snub-nosed, clear-eyed, and 
as trim as he was when he 
played varsity football 
at 


this same school 15 years 
ago. 
He is now the head 


football coach at the Uni- 
versity of California, whose 
tradition in the sport goes 
all the way back to 1886. 


"I really think," he says, 


"that California is ripe for 
football success." 


It has been different at 


California, 
which has had 


the Wonder Teams and the 
Thunder Teams, since 1964, 
when the Free Speech Move- 
ment was born at Berkeley 
and signaled the era of dis- 
sent in today's universities. 
California hasn't been to the 
Rose Bowl since 1959

badge, wanders from bunch 
to bunch to check on the 
progress of the kids, to get 
a line on their agility and 
acuity.
